Parents who are disturbed became 
their child is a tattletale can de 
somethin* about It. Many parents 
encourage tattlittf without raalls- 
ing It. 
Children who quarrel can bust 
settle their differences 
araoag 
themselves. There will bo fewer 
after-effects if parents do not In­ 
terfere. When adults realise this, 
they will be less interested In tale« 
of woe and the tattler will find he 
has no Interested audience. 
An­ 
alysing why a child tattles will help 
parents understand their child bet­ 
ter. An Insecure child builds up 
his morale through tattling. The 
shy child has an urge to bo bud, 
but does not quite dare, so ho car­ 
ries teles of other children’s bad­ 
ness. Some children use tattllnf to 
cover up their own bud behavior. 
A child may not realise that this 
Is why bo Is actlug as bo does, but 
when hts fuilty feSliam not too Mg 
for Mni he Mas to hand them on to 
someone else in order to obtain re­ 
lief himself. If a child Is overly 
excited as he talks. It may be due 
to a feeling of defeat or frustration.
